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WASHINGTON,  Nov.  16.— Th^3 
temporary  roll  call  of  the  House  of 
Repreeentativea  for  the  Sixty  fix st 
Congress  has  been  completed  and 
published.  It  presents  a  complete 
list  of  members  of  the  new  House, 
asjBhown  by  nnofllckil  retame,  and 
gives  the  politics  of  the^n  all.  Ac- 
cording to  this  publication  the  next 
House  will  consist  of  219  Republi- 
cans and  172  Democrats,  a  total  of 
391,  as  ,  against  a'  total  of  389  in  the 
House  duiing  the  last  session,  of 
whom  223  wereBepubilcans  and  DfH, 
Democrats. 

The  result  is  a  net  loss  oi^pffU 
fiotn  the  RepnbUcan  side  and  a  net 
gain  of  six  on  the  Democratic  side, 
the  discrepancy  being  due  to  pres- 
ent vacancies.  All  told,  the  Demo- 
crateii  gained  oeTenteen  distilctB  and 
the  BepaMfaauw  twelve.

ROME.  Xo\.  lO.^Fifty  years  of 
service  to  the  C'.'itliolic  C'hurcli. 
marked  by  this  date,  have  not  eiush- 
ed  out  the  gentleness- and  almost  sim- 
ple boyishness  of  Pope'PStife  X..  who 
is  today  celebratiiiir  liis  milden  jub- 
ilee. liav'Ufj  l)eeii  oidaitied  priest  hall 
a  century  a<;o. 

Priesthood,  Bishopic,  Cardinalate. 
have  each  seemed  to  play  their  part 
in  mello\vin<;  his  life  into  i;ent!cnes- 
tiuit  well  befits  the  pitputai-  itlea  of 
his  station. 

Giuseppe  Sarto,  bom  pi  1838,  in  a 
soldier's  lowly  family,  was  educated 
at  Treviso  and  Padua,  and  spent  his 
whole  life,  until  his  elevation  to  the 
Papacv.  in  Northern  Italy.  The  Ital- 
ian Government  objected  to  his  ele- 
vation to  the  Patriarchy  of  Venice 
in  1893,  claiming  the  rif^t  to  name 
j  the  patriarch.  An  argrnment  ensued, 
;  in  whieh  the  (lovei  ninent  yielded  be- 
cause of  the  extremelv  satisfactory 
personality  of  Sarto. 

His  modesty  and  simplicity  won 
him  the  love  of  all.  AugrustS,  1903, 
after  six  fi-uitle>-s  ballots,  he  was 
elected  Pope,  after  fighting  against 
the  nomination  on  the  ground  that  he 
desired  to  lead  a  simple  life  outside 
the  walls  of  the  prisonlike  Vatican. 

Kvrii  tiffieials  of  the  Italian  Gov- 
ernment have  described  him,  not  as 
a  father  to  his  church,  hut  as  a 
fnend  to  mankind. 


Fttdasr  Not.  16.— Tsse  Hai  An,  the 

dowager  empress  of  China,  the  auto- 
cratic head  of  the  government,  which 
she  directed  wlthoat  succenfni  inter- 
ference since  1861  and  without  pro- 
test since  1881.  is  d«ad. 

Tha  announcement  of  the  dowager 
empress'  death  was  official,  and  f^- 
lowed  closely  upon  the  announcement 
that  Kuang  Hsu,  the  emperor,  had 
died,  but  it  is  believed  that  the 
deaths  of  both  the  emperor  s^nd  the 
dowager  empress  occurred  a  consid- 
erable time  before  that  set  down  in 
the  official  statements. 

An  edict  Just  issued  iteces  upon 
the  throne  Prince  PurYi,  the"  3-year- 
old  son  of  Prhiee  Chan,  the  regent  ot 
the  empire,  in  accordance  with  a 
promise  given  by  the  dowager  em- 
press soon  after  the  marriage  of 
Prince  Chun  in  1903.  An  edict  issu^ 
on  Friday  made  Pn-Tl  heir  preaump- 
tive. 

The  foreign  legations  have  beenno> 
tified  by  the  foreign  boai^d  of  the 
death  of  the  emperor  iuid  the  succes- 
sion of  Prince  Pu-Tl. .  Tropps  have 
been  in  readinees  for  seTwal  days  to 
quell  any  dla(»rd«?s  that  might  arise 
oa  the  deat^  of  Knang  Hsu,  and  the 
poesibtlity.  of  .aprisfngs ;  was  .made 
greater  beeanse  of  '  the  fact  that  the 
death  of  the. 'dowager  empress  was 
I  known  to  be  elose  at;  hand.  Two  di- 
,  visions  of  troops  have  been  held  in 
reeerve,  anA'  theste  ere- <>ow^  stationed 
In  various«r quarters  of  the  city.  Twen- 
ty gendarmes  were  dispatched  to 
guard  the  approaches  to  the  legar 
tions,  but  np>  to  the  present  the  du<- 
lies  ef  tte  flnroea  .h«ire  been  slight. 
It  was  aamsftfisd:  that  the  Jegat!on 
guard  was  'oedeteA  ovt  at  'the  ape-^ 
flai  ealt  of  the  legation  •«  account 
of  the  emperor's  death." 

Deathbed  observances  of,  3.000 
years  ago  marked  the  passing  of  the, 
emperor  ana  dowager.  They  died 
alone  and  unattended,  althoue:h  sur- 
rounded by  circles  of  abject  specter 
tors,  who  remained  a  rod  distant,  as 
on  account  of  the  sacred  persons  of 
their  majesties  they  could  not  be  ap- 
proached. The  emperor  died  as  fie 
had  lived,  without  ministration  of 
Whatever  Itfnd  or  seientiflc  aid.  For 
months  he  had  refused  to  permit  the 
services  of  foreign  physicians,  and 
although  it  was  stated  that  he  had 
gone  back  to  the  old  form  of  medical 
treatment,  it  is  believed  that  latterly 
he  received  no  treatment  at  all.

Tse  Hsl  An  (or  western  empress), 
was  born  Nov.  17,  1834.  She  was  the 
child  of  poor  people,  who  lived  in 
Peking.  At  an  early  age,  following  a 
common  practice  in  China,  she  was 
sold  as  a  slave  by  her  parents  on  ac- 
count of  their  poverty.  She  became 
the  property  of  a  famous  general 
who,  enchanted  with  her  great  l>eau- 
ty,  adc^ted  her  and  offered  her  as  a 
present  to  the  r^gning  emperor, 
H8ien-F«ig.  She  so  charmed  the  em- 
peror by  bM*  UtdkB  and  tetelligence 
that  he  made  her  his  seeoBda^  wife, 
and  on  her  bearing  him  a  son,  the 
future  emperor,  Tung-Chlh,  raised 
her  to  the  first  rank.  On  his  death 
she  became  the  regent  of  the  empire, 
administering  the  national  affairs 
with  more  vigor  than  any  of  her  pre- 
decessors. Her  authority  was  com- 
plete over  about  14,000  officials  and 
over  the  w^fare  and  lives  of  the  vast 
majority  ot  the  inhabitants  of  Ctiina, 
who  number  oM  td  970.eoe^. 

Among  tte  popaljce  rthe  was  fear- 
ed and  hated,  prtaeipally  becaose  of 
ber  treatment  of  the  emperor,  for 
whom  the  enlightened  and  the  com- 
mon people  had  a  sympathetic  liking. 
She  was  commonly  referred  to  by  the 
sobriquet  "the  old  Buddha."  and  her 
character  in  the  eyes  of  the  masses 
was  that  of  the  tyrant  of  the  em- 
peror. She  was  a  law  unto  herself. 
Sh«  violated  the  constitution  of  the 
dynasty  that  forbids  a  w<mian  ruler, 
and  broke  Ike  sacred  enptoms  given 
by  the  sagas.  She  tatpitisealy  or- 
dered an  betretlmls  and  auiririasae  in 
the  imperial  household,  family  and 
imperial  court,  and  supervised  sen^ 
nlovsly  the  eondnet  of  ladlvlduals.

Thev 
paid  29  cents  a  pound  for  one  lot 
of  tobacco.

Saturdav  November  21,  commit- 
teemen from  every  precinct  in  the 
flrtate  of  Kentucky  will  be  chosen  by 
ike  Demoeratie  voters  of  their  re- 
spective precincts  and  a  complete 
reorganization  by  counties  made. 
At  the  last  Democratic  State  Con- 
ipmtion,  held  in  Lexington  last  June 
Sew  rules  regarding  the  election  of 
committeemen .  were  adooted  and  the 
elections  .of  next  week  will  be  held 
under  these  rules,  thus  giving  every 
voter  a  voice  in  the  matter.  The 
State  Cefetral  Committee,  desire  that 
all  shall  know  the  method  by  which 
the  committeemen  must  be  elected. 
The  rules  pertaining  to  the  Section 
are  given  herewith: 

"Precinet  CoMmittee,  Hoir  Select- 

Od — In  the  voting  precincts  of  all 
counties  there  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Democratic  voters  iu  such  precincts 
a  committee  of  one  member,  who 
shall  constitute  the  precinct  commit- 
teeman of  such  precinct.  In  a!! 
State,  district,  legislative  or  county 
mass  conventions  tlie  proceeding  and 
election  of  committeemen  shall  be 
null  and  void  if  the  chairman  of  said 
mass  convention  refuses  to  give  tell- 
ers and  have  a  count  of  the  vote  of 
^ose  Democrats  present,  if  said  re- 
qnest  for  tellers  is  made — and  the 
refnaal  of  said  chairman  to  give  tell- 
ers and  a  count,  the  chairman  so  re- 
fusing shall  be  removed  from  his  of- 
fice by  tlie  State  cential  committee- 
man upon  proper  proof  is  made  to 
him. 

"When  Elected  or  Appointed- 
Said  precinct  committeemen  shall  be 
elected  on  the  third  Saturday  in  No- 
vember, 1908,  and  shall  be  residents 
ci.  tiieir  respective  precincts.  The 
Democrats  of  this  Sta^  shall  meet 
at  thdr  .various  voting  precincts  at 
the  hour  of  2  o'clock  p.  m.  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  election^  of  a  committee- 
man to  serve  until  his  successor  shall 
be  electedi  by  order  of  a  succeeding 
State  Convention.  The  retiring  pre- 
cinct committeemen  shall  call  their 
respective  precinct  mass-meetings  to 
order  and  shall  preside  until  the 
mass-meeting  shall  elect  a  chairmap. 
Where  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  of- 
fice of  precinct  committeeman  the 
chairman  of  the  county  committee 
shall  designate  some  qualified  Demo- 
crat living  in  the  precinct  to  call  said 
meeting  to  order  and  preside  until 
the  election  of  a  cliairman. 

"Meeting,  Organization,  Removal 
«f  Clnirman  or  Secretary— On  the 

Monday  following  sneh  election  such 
precinct  committeemen  shall  meet  at 
their  respective  county  seats;  in 
counties  having  more  lhaji  one  legis- 
lative district,  they  shall  meet  at 
some  convenient  place  in  their  said 
legislative  districts,  to  be  designated 
"by  the  respective  county  or  legislative 
district  chairman  theu  in  ottice,  whQ 
shall  preside  and  organize  by  elect- 
ing a  chaiiman  and  secretary  to 
^  said  county  or  legislative  district 
committee,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
a  member  of  said  committee.  In 
•OOWities  containing  cities  of  the  first 
•^dass  these  meetings  and  all  other 
Qoetins^  of  tbt  preqpct  (xmmiittee- 


men  in  the  l^slative  distriet  em- 
btaehif'W*  j^rt  of  the  comity  dttt- 
side  tbe.-eMr^  shall  be  hel4  at  the 

county  court  house,  or  at  some  con- 
venient place  designated  by  the  chair- 
raanman  of  the  legislative  district 
comimttee,  of  which  dne  notiee  shall 
be  given."

Did  ymi  ever  hefir  of  prospeMty 
week?  PeriMips  not,  for  It  is  some- 
thing new  under  the  sun.  It  is  an  en- 
terprise of  November,  1908,  in  south- 
em  Califomia,  but  it  might  Just  as 
well  be  transported  to  and  transplant- 
ed In  oar  town  or  any  town. 

Some  of  the  New  Sngland  and  other 
sUtes  have  their  old  home  week,  when 
former  residents  or  expatriated  natives 
gath^  at  the  old  home  and  spend  a 
week  In  revisiting  familiar  scenes  and 
talking  over  the  past  with  the  well  re- 
membered oldest  inhabitant  who  has 
been  there  since  the  big  snow  of  1846. 
But  that  Is  merely  sentimental— fine 
and  healthful  sentiment,  to  be  sure, 
but  nothing  more.  Prosperity  week  is 
fine  sentiment  plus  something  more 
substantial.  It  Is  a  practical  proposi- 
tion. It  Is  a  bn^ess  proposition.  It 
means  mote  moneyln  the  pockets  A 
the  old  home  folks  who  are  still  doing 
business  at  the  <M  attnd  «r  at  new 
stsnds.  In  fact,  (t  seems  a  general 
livening  up  of  Interest  in  the  home 
place  from  the  standpoint  of  trade. 

Prosperity  ^\celi  as  designed  by  its 
originator  is  a  business  booming  week, 
a  home  trading  week.  It  means  much 
to  the  community  concerned  in  the 
way  of  the  patronizing  of  home  indus- 
tries, and  it  means  something  to  the 
mail  order  concerns  of  the  big  cities  in 
the  way  of  a  falling  off  in  patronage. 

Proq^ertty  week  was  Invented  by  r 
young  woman*  In  Los  Angeles.  Wh«i 
she  sogfMted  to  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce .that  a  week  be  set  aside  under 
that  designation  during  which  every- 
body should  make  a  particular  effort 
to  bay  only  home  grown  products  snd 
trade  only  with  local  merchants,  cut- 
ting out  mail  orders  altogether,  the 
bright  idea  was  adopted  promptly,  and 
the  week  bsginning  Nov.  16  was  so 
designated.  The  result?  Well,  imme- 
diately the  Idea  took  tiold,  and  thoO- 
sands  of  cittEens  entered  with  enfhusl^' 
asm  into  the  project  The  plan  wis 
advertised  liberally  In  the  home  par 
pers.  Coniinlttees  w«re  appotntSd  'to 
work  up  Interest  Other  eomlfttttMiJ 
were  Juuned  to  devise  wtynnndiaaeann 
for  creating  a  hearty  Ittttie  trsda  ssn- 
timent  Still  others  were  fonned  to  gelr 
up  tangible  methods  of  ciiehratlng  Bie 
week,  such  ss  an  exposition  of  home 
products,  so  that  everybody  could  see 
Just  what  the  local  producers  and  man- 
ufacturers had  to  offer  the  buying  pul)- 
lic,  the  home  people,  their  friends  and 
neighl)or8  in  their  own  community. 

And  Secretary  Frank  Wiggins  of  the 
Los  Angeles  chamber  of  commerce 
who  has  proved  his  ability  In  many 
states  as  a  boomer  for  his  citj',  pro- 
nounced the  girl's  proposition  "a  ten 
million  dollar  idea,"  declaring  that 
prosperity  v^eek  would  benefit  home 
Industries  by  at  least  HP^OOOlOOO. 

Now,  why  Is  not  this  the  genenia  of, 
a  practical  proposition  that  should  - 
take  root  In  every  community  and.  re- 
cult  ultimately  In  defeating  the  dan- 
gerous growth  and  menace  of  the  mafl 
order  business,  which  is  choking  the 
prosperity  of  thousands  of  small  cities 
and  towns  and  mral  communities? 

Prosperity  week  c;mi  be  applied  to 
any  town,  this  town  included.  If  so 
aiiplUnJ  the  result  is  quite  likely  to  sur- 
prise many  of  us.  It  is  safe  lo  say 
that  but  a  s  nail  percentage  of  citizens 
know  just  what  goods  are  produced  or 
manufactured  In  their  own  community. 
By  a  concerted  effort,  a  tangible  show- 
ing such  as  might  be  made  during  a 
prosperity  we^  the  {sroducers  knd 
the  consumers  would  be  broni^t  to- 
Igether.  The  hosse  prodods  would  be 
pnt  right  U%der  the  eyes  and  noses  of 
the  home  consumers,  so  to  speak,  so 
that  the  gulf  betweeh  bnyw  and  seU» 
would  be  wiped  out. 

Suppose  your  town  should  get  up  a 
week's  exhibition  of  home  products. 
The  Local  merchants  of  course  would 
fbe  Included  in  the  displays,  with 
|booths  showing  their  .-!j)ccial  bargains 
jfor  the  week  and,  for  that  matter,  all 
jthe  year  bargains.   The  "butcher,  the 

! baker,  the  candlestick  maker,"  all 
would  find  it  profitable  to  jMurtMpate 
In  the  display.  Down  the  utreet  may 
^e  a  nuui  who.mafces  ax  hundlsa  su- 
|berior  to  the  kind  you  buy  poutsMe  of 
town,  bnt  perhaps  yon  ase  not  aware 

^t  he  li  making  ax  handles  at  aU. 
t  in  the  edge  of  town  may  be  a  can- 
Olug  factory  which  Is  putting  up 
canned  goods  that  beat  any  you  buy 
abroad.  From  the  smallest  to  the  lar- 
aest  the  manufacturers  and  the  pro- 
dbcers  and  ihe  merchants  Vould  come 
for  their  share  of  the  showing,  and 
p^perity  week  should  give  the  mall 
er  octopus  a  twisted  tentacle— the 
snfe  that  reaches  out  to  grab  your  com- 
munity by  the  ne<A  and  throttle  It— 
wljile  your  hnaM  enterprises  would 
Ce^an  Injlectton  of  the  elixir  of  llfS. 

vfhQ  wiU  irtart  the  prosperity  wedt 
|la|i  fer  ns  here  at  home? 

The  Biilboard  Fight. 
Pleasing  progivss  in  lighting  the  bill- 
board is  reported  from  all  quarters.

ANTI-NOISE  LEADER, 

Evsn   Paris  Admires   Mrs.  Ric«  and 
Ysarns  For  Her  Help. 

Three  years  ago  Mrs.  Rice  of  New 
York  city  started  an  aggressive  cam- 
paign to  quell  the  excessive  noLsea  of 
urban  life,  and  she  is  at  present  pres- 
ident of  the  association  incorporated 
atnce  then  under  the*  name  of  the  So- 
ciety For  the  Sun^reasfcm  of  Bxceaatra 
Noise.  A  tour  of  Europe  has  con- 
vinced her  that  iu  this  matter,  as  in  so 
many  others,  the  people  of  America 
are  far  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  world. 

With  the  exception  ot  a  branch  so- 
ciety in  London,  up  to  the  time  of  the 
establishment  of  her  society  there  was 
no  association  in  exi.steuce  with  a 
similar  object,  so  far  as  she  could 
learn.  People  in  Europe  were  inter- 
ested in  ber  work,  and  some  of  them, 
inclined  to  he  critical  at  first,'^are  now 
studying  the  subject  with  the  Intent 
of  following  her  lead. 

One  of  the  most  ardent  admirers  of 
her  anti-noise  campaign  Is  the  Gerpian 
writer.    Professor    TIumkI't  Lesslng,

who  has  publLshed  a  book  entitled 
*'Ltrm"  (^Nolse").  He  has  shown  his 
Interest  in  a  pcacticai  way  and  has 
eatabllshcd  In  Itnidch  a  almHar  ao- 
dety,  which  had  tta  flrat  fMeethig  not 
long  ago.  Ha  Inrttad  Mra.  Rice  to  be- 
come Its  pcaaldeat  and  was  greatly 
dl8api>olnted  that  her  work  in  New 
York  will  prevent  her  acceptiqg. 

The  otheiais  of  the  city  of  Kotterdain 
are  discussing  the  establishment  of  a 
Blnjilar  organization,  and  the  newspa- 
pers devoted  columns  of  description 
and  praise  to  her  wwfc  while  ahe  was 
there. 

AN'ben  Mrs.  Rice  reached  Paris  she 
found  that  the  fame  of  the  anti-npise 
society  had  long  preceded  her.  Jour- 
nalists visited  her  and  were  rathoal- 
astfc;  to  the  p<^t  of  hyateria  over  her 
idea.  One  newspapw  writer  apoatro- 
phixed  her: 

"When  you  have  finished  calming 
the  American  tumult  come  to  us.  come 
to  l^ari •^.  for  wo  have  need  of  your  aid. 
In  I'aris  the  (uniult  grow.s  day  by  day. 
tVune.  oh,  <  (;iiu>l  Try  to  obt.-iiu 
our  authorities  iwrmi-ssion  to  suppress, 
above  everything  else,  the  us(>  of  the 
strinixs  of  clanging  bells  which  dislig 
ure  the  necks  of  the  cab  horses.  The 
sound  of  those  bells  Is  rendering  us 
gradually  foolish— Idiots,  neurotics.  By 
and  by  we  ahall  all  l)e  in  asylums. 
ThUik  of  that  M^.  Isaac,  L.  Kice! 
Think  of  that  and  hurry  up!  We  sim- 
ply cannot  wait,  for  It  is  absolutely 
true  that  if  the  present  uproar  con- 
tinues much  longer  I'aris  itself  will 
be  onl}-  a  ^^reat  hospital  I" 

Mrs.  Rice  brought  l)a(  k  in  her  trunk 
a  few  strings  of  the  cab  liorse  bells. 
wbi(  li  she  rang  as  an  accompuulmeut 
while  she  laughingly  translated  the 
appeal. 

A  Professor's  Viewpoint. 

The  last  contrlbutiou  to  woman  vivi 
section  is  from  i:^fessor  W.  T.  Thom- 
as of  Chicago  University.  In  a  aomber 
of  the  American  Magaalne  the  aolbor 
of  "Sex  and  Society,':'  afteir  givincr  an 
excellent  npaume  of  the  evolution  of 
the  human  animal  from  the  siau.lpoint 
of  the  biologist  and  the  an; liri'in  lo- i^t. 
indulges,  as  is  now  cuslomary,  iu  the 
unmerciful  and  uol  uniformly  logical 
dissecting  of  modern  man's  male.  Al- 
though a  certain  degree  of  scientitic 
fairness  is  dealt  her  both  in  the  au 
thor's  premises  and  iu  his  couclusion. 
and  he  at  least  concedes  that  woman 
is  the  same  animal  as  man,  he  never- 
theless deals  with  modem  woman 
much  after  ttia  manoaa  of  hla  predeceia- 
aora.  / 

For  Instance,  ha  accuses  her  of  cun- 
ning and  hypocrisy  (would  not  these 
qualities  in  man  have  become  shrewd- 
ness and  diplomacy?),  of  vanity  ap- 
plied to  her  wooing  instincts,  although 
he  frankly  admits  that  '"she  is  less  in- 
terested in  man  than  man  is  iu  her." 
This,  however,  does  not  prevent  his  de- 
claring that  "her  purity,  constancy, 
matrve  and  devotion,"  which  constitute 
"her  morality,"  have  beoi  imposed 
upop'  her  itj  man  whom  the  latter 
pleases.  Tet  can  It  be  denied  that 
when  'woman  breaks  through  her  mor- 
al self  restraint  it  Is  usually  due  to 
what  the  learned  professor  Is  pleased 
to  rail  man's  "i'llero^r  in  her?"  Is  he 
not  a  little  •'mi.xed"  as  to  the  Quality 
and  origin  of  woman's  morality? 

At  least,  unlike  his  predecessors.  Pro- 
fcs.sor  Thomai*  seeks  a  re:ueily  for  the 
•'irreiiularity.  pcitine.«s,  ill  health  aud 
u.".?  rv:' .'aMenrss  of  rnodem  woman," 
and  he  finds  it  not  only  in  a  general 
and  cultural  education,  bat  tn  **a  spe- 
cial and  occupatiooal  interest  •  •  * 


which  should  be  pzafarably  pdnfol.'* 
This,  he  thinka,  vafOld  tallara  tha  aMit- 
rimonlal  fitnatien  by  pvtttag  a  cart> 
on  wfrai'  denanda  agktt  thair  haa- 
banda'  attaftoaa  aad  «nat  pvaiiride  a 
more  fM>lid  basis  of  aaaadatlon  by 
bringing  womm  In  tha  aania  gsaeeai 
world  of  Intereat  as  men. 

On  thl3  ground  Professor  Thomas, 
who,  by  the  way,  says  many  equally 
wise  things  and  a  few  less  so,  will  no 
doubt  be  met  by  most  earnest  modern 
women.  The  important  point  for  the 
progress  and  happiness  of  society  at 
the  present  juncture  is  that  women 
and  moi  shall  stand  together  and  un- 
derstand each  other,  tait,  aa  ttfee  baok 
of  Geneala  aaya,  *'God  ciaated  man 
*  *  *  acd  male  and  famale  ha  created 
thedi'*-that  la,  they  are  one.  * 


A  Famous  Physician's  Advice. 

Thei«  is  a  famous  physiciau  who 
has  given  much  of  his  time  to  the 
study  of  rest.  Ue  has  worked  out 
some  good  plans  for  tired  men  and 
womeu  which  have  benetiied  them. 

This  doctor  says  that  plenty  of  fresh 
air  day  and  night  aud  one  hour's  walk 
.is  enough  for  any  woman.  Her  con- 
stitution does  not  need  any  more  exor- 
cise than  is  given  by  a  three  mile  spin. 
If  she  is  in  the  city  she  cannot  go  at 
such  a  rate  of  speed,  but  mi  springy 
couatz>  roads  she  can  turn  out,,  from 
two  to  three  mflea  a  day  and  find  her- 
self in  fit  condition. 

This  is  the  only  exercise,  he  thinks, 
that  does  not  exhaust  the  heart,  irri- 
tate the  nerves  and  overwork  the  mus- 
cles. He  does  not  object  to  li^;bl  ten- 
nis, indifferently,  played,  but  tennis  as 
the  American  girl  i)lays  it  Is  simply 
out  of  the  question.  She  wants  to 
play  like  a  man,  and  slie  plays  against 
men.  She  plays  too  long,  and  the  cold 
shower  bath  whi<;h  she  takes  at  the 
end  is  too  Serious  a  shock.  This  doc- 
tor has  a  good  deal  to  say  on  the  anb* 
ject  of  annual  vacations.  He  now  has 
his  hands  full  of  rtck  and  fatigued 
women  who  have  overdona  tha  vaea^ 
tlon  theory. 

They  work  for  ten  months  In  a  year 
In  some  way,  whether  for  wages  or 
not,  without  giving  themselves  any 
rest,  then  lump  their  rest  all  in  a  few 
weeks  or  less  during  the  summer. 

They  do  unaccustomed  things  which 
exhaust  a  body  already  tired  and  come 
back  home  generally  unfit  for  the  win- 
ter.

"It  Is  better  to  rest  four  separate 
half  hours  a  day  than  to  go  like  mad 
through  the  week  and  rest  sixteen 
hours  on  Sunday.  It  is  better  to  di- 
vide the  twelve  months  of  work  into 
stated  half  holidays  rather  than  take 
two  months  aft«r  ten  montha  of  ex-, 
haustlou."  '  •
